Jerusalem Post"Arab Affairs Reporter 
Boviet President, Nikolai Podgorny and his Egyptian coun- 
terpart, Anwar Sadat, yesterday began formal talks to discnss 
further cooperation between their two countries. In contrast to 
all earlier reports about Moseow’s concern over Sadat's purges, 
the Russians appeared to be satisfied with the situation in Egypt, 
where they seem to be entrenching themselves even deeper. 


The formal talks will be resumed 
this morning, Cairo Radio reported 
last night. Zesterday’s Meeting was 
held in the wake of Soviet assur- 
apces that Moscow would continue 
assisting Egypt in the military, po- 
tical and the economle spheres. 

The formal talks began with a 
meeting between Podgorny and Sa- 
dat at the Kubbeh Republican Pa- 
lace in Cafro. An hour later the two 
leaders were joined by the Russian 
and the Egyptian delegations. These

— one political, headed by Egypt's

Kidnapped consul ‘in good health’ 


ROSARIO, Argentina (Reuter). — 
A letter apparently written by the 
Kidnapped British honorary consul, 
Stanley Sylvester, was found here 


‘on Yuesday night haying he was 


being weil treated. He asked his 
wife not to worry about him. 

The handwritten letter — found 
in a cinema after an anonymous te- 
lephone tipoff to a local television 
station — wes accompanied by two 


photographs showing Mr. Sylvester 
sitting at a table. 
letter was the first message 
from the 58-year-old consul since he 
was snatched by three youths and 
8 woman a3 he left his home here 
on Sunday to go shopping. 
Accompanying the letter was a 
note from Mr. Sylvester’s guerrilla 
abductors — the so-called People's 
Revolutionary Army — saying he 
was in good health.

Saigon agrees 
to Hanoi terms

SAIGON (Reuter). — South Viet- 
nam said yesterday that it would 
release 570 disabled war prisoners 
on June ἃ under the terms laid 
down by North Vietnam. 

The prisoners will be freed in a 
ship-to-ship transfer off the coast 
ΟΣ the demilitarised zone dividing 
North and South Vietnam during a 
24-hour local truce. 

Hanol's conditions governing the 
release of the prisoners were enuD- 
ciated in a radio broadcast on 
May 13, two weeks after the Sai- 
gon Government had offered to re- 
lease 570 disabled captives. The 
North Vietnamese called for a 24- 
hour ceasefire within a 30-km. ra- 
diug of the hand-over off Cua 
and demanded that the ships in- 
volved be unarmed civilian vessels. 

Commentiog on the Saigon Gov- 
ernment decision, a U.S. Embassy 
spokesman said: “We are happy 
that things are moving along and 
we are ready to cooperate in any 
way possible.”

dumped fue] with 128 people aboard. 

With the money -safely in their 
hands, “Mr. Brown" and his ac- 
complice revealed that there never 
tad been a bomb on board, — and 
the plane with its 116 passengers 
and 12 crew later landed safely, 
after turning back over Erisbane, 
960 Και north of Sydney. 

Police said “Mr. Brown" bad an 
English accent. But the man to 
whom Captain Ritchie paid the 
Tansom -— stuffed into two blue 
Suitcases -~ spoke with an Aus- 
tralian accent, they said 

The payoff man fied with the 
money in a yellow delivery van 
and left no trace, though the ve- 
hicle Hself was found last night 
parked near Sydney Town Hall, five 
blocks from Qantas headquarters.

Lyndon Johnson first proposed talks 
on nuclear arms Hmitation, he want-. 
ed to confine them to ABM de- 
ployment and save both the United 
States and the Soviet Union from 
the astronomical costs of a new 
arms race. At that time it was 
the Russlans who wanted to talk 
about both offensive and defensive 
weapons. 

The reversal in roles grew out 
of the change in nuclear balance 
as the Rusdians caught up with 
the United States in the deploy- 
ment of intercontinental ballistic 
missiles (ICBMs). The Russians also 
added to their nuctear arsenal the 
giant S89, with a much bigger 
warhead than anything the Amer- 
icans had. .

TEL AVIV. — A ten per cent in- 
crease in the cargo (excluding 
petroleum) passing through Isreel’s 
ports during 1970/71 is reported by 
the Ports Authority.

NE of the chief critics of the Trea- 
sury's monetary policies told the 
Kresset Finance Committee this 
week that what the economy required 
‘was not a single, one-time devalua- 
tion, but a series of devaluations 
spread out over a long periad. 
Prof. Michael Michaely (who Is 
Dean of the Social Science Faculty 
at the Hebrew University) said in 
a Committee debate on the econo- 
my's future development that the 
series of devaluations which he 
envisaged, would bring about needed 
changes in the structure of the 
economy. They would reduce the 
ratio between the import surplus 
and the national product, he believed. 
Mr. Moshe Sandberg, economic 
adviser to Finance Minister Sapir, 
disagreed, however, saying that If 
devaluations were a technical means, 
then the end which they had in 
mind could be achieved far less 
dangerously bythe economic policies 
which the Treasury was currently 
out. He said the danger 
he referred to was a social one.

Justice Kahn, who delivered the 
judgment of the Supreme Court, 
Justices Berlnson and Many con- 
curring, held at the outset that there 
was nothing to prevent the Su- 
preme Court from considering the 
State’s claim on the basis of the 
quasi-contractual cause of action 
of “unjust enrichment,” despite the 
fact that’ the District Court had 
based its decision on the tortious 
eause of action of “conversion.”

Jewish Agency officials who were 
deciding who was, and who was not, 
a Jew, He urged the various fac- 
tions in the House to forget their 
political differences, and to unite in 
order to protect the future of a 
Jewish Israel. If this 1g not done 
now, he said, we would soon achieve 
ia Israel what even our greatest 
foes have failed to do in the past 
— the total assimilation of the Jew- 
ish people. 

Rabbi Porush was far harsher. In 
a heated speech be charged that 
the Goverament had created a mon- 
strosity in Vienna, a mmagsive con- 
version machine into which non- 
Jews were fed at one end, with 
Jewish immigrants coming out at 
the other. The machine was impar- 
tial and unfeeling, he said, and 
caused much misery in the process. 
Non-Jews were forced into accept- 
ing the faith, only to be disappointed 
on thelr arrival in Israel — which 
ἰδ, after all, not thelr hometand. 

“As things stand now,” Rabbi Po- 
rush said, “a Jew is anybody who 
immigrates to Israel.” 

Dr. Burg answered both two 
iMembers driefly.

Pollution and Panthers

Black Panther demonstrations in Je- 
rusalem. They gave Committee mem~- 
bers the background on the persons 
‘who were most ective in the Pan- 
ther groups, and way in which they 
Operated. (Police Minister Shlomo 
Hillel was not well enough te at- 
tend, but is expected to report at 
next week’s Committee session.) 

At the Economic Committee, Prof. 
Hillel Shuvel of the Health Min- 
istry warned of a serious threat to 
the population’s health unless pump- 
ing for drinking purposes from 
polluted wells was stopped. He re- 
called the outbreaks of stomach 
infection, caused in the Jerusalem 
erea by sewage-tainted wells. 

Water Commissioner Menahem 
Mantor said that 11400m. would be 
spent on sewage i plants 
during the next six years, Shortage 
of funds would not be the problem, 
but rather the- efficient application 
of the legal powers, which the plen- 
ned amendment to the Water Law 
would provide. - 

(On Tuesday, Mr, Kantor told the 
committee that the country’s water 
resources were becoming polluted at 
“an- alarming rate,” but thet the 
process could be halted if action 
were taken immediately. One mejor 


reason for the pollution is that the 
country's water’ potential is being 
exploited to the full The impurities 
-remmain in the river beds as all the 
water is removed for use instead of 
being allowed to run imto the sea, 
carrying the pollutants with it.) 
At the Education Committee, com- 
Plaints were alred about bitches in 
procedures for registering Jerusalem 
ebildren at elementary and high 
schools. The Committee was told 
that the Ministry and the Munici- 
pality would reappraise the existing 
registration procedures, and seek 
road. of meking sure they are ap- 
Measures were algo reported. aim- 
ed at raising scholastic standards 
by merging elementary schools of 
different levels, as well as by dis- 
tributing less advanced pupils 
among schools of a high standard. 
At the Finance Committee, regu- 
lations were approved for returning 
exceas TV licence fees, paid before 
January 1, 1968. The Broadcasting 
Authority will prepare lists of the 
persons due to get money back, 
and they will be reimbursed by Au- 
gust 31, 1971. The lists will be pub- 
licly exhibited, and all those whose 
names are missing will be able to 
complain to the Authority.

More strikes, lost 
work days in 1970

Labour relations deteriorated in 
1970, 

There were almost 50 per cent 
more strikes as in 1969 and almost 
three times as many lost workdays 
(but over half of these were due to 
the high schoo] teachers’ strike), 
according to the Annual Report of 
the Bank of Israel. The document is 
due for release next week. 

The chief causes of labour strife 
were the renewal of biennial collec~ 
tive agreemesita, the full employ- 
ment situation, and the workers’ 
desire to preserve the purchasing 
power of their earnings in a time 
of rising prices and increased taxes. 

The report points out that the 
years 1964 and 1965, which were 
times of economic boom, showed a 
similar statistteal incidence of work 
days lost through labour disputes.

Crop-sprayer in forced 
landing, pilot injured 
LOD AIRPORT.

Arab housing scheme Histadrut votes Eban says Benvenisti ti plan αἰτεῖ, 


for East Jerusalem

The first large-scale housing de- 
velopment by an Arab contractor 
in East Jerusalem since the Six 
Day War is being undertaken by 
the brother of former Jordanian De- 
Anwar Nussetbeh, 
with the cooperation of the Jeru- 
salem Municipality. 

The project, going up in Belt Ha- 
nina, just west of the Ramallah-Je- 
Tusalem road, consists of four build- 
ings with 78 units, 

The contractor, Mr. Mohammed 
Nusseiben, met with foreign and 
local reporters who were touring 
the city with Mayor Teddy Kollek 
in connection with the fourth anni- 
versary of the reunificatlon of the 
city, celebrated this week. He said 
he decided to undertake the pro- 
Ject six months ego and bought 
the 63:-dunam plot for that pur- 
pose. In the only political reference, 
he said, “We will do everything 
possible to make our people stay 
here and live here.” Additional apart- 
ments will be built at 6. leter stage, 
he said. 

City Councilman Meron Benvenis- 
ti, iu charge of Hast Jeruszlem af- 
fairs for the Municipality, said that 
the Municipality is assisting the 
project in three ways: 

Φ by requesting the Ministry of 

Housing to provide the buyers 
of the apartments with favourable 
long-term mortgages similar to 
those available to purchasers of 
Ministry housing; 

@ by relaxing building regulations 
in order to permit apartments to 

be bullt on the site at greater den- 

sity; 

@ by building roads and providing 

Sewers and other utilities as part 
of a general plan for development 
of the neighbourhood. 

Mr. Nusselbeh, who heads his 
own engineering firm, said new 
housing was needed to accommodate 
the natural growth of the popula- 
tion in East Jerusalem. 

He said that three-room apart- 
ments —- designed by his brother, 
architect Hisham Nusseibeh -- 
would have 75 square metres of 
floor space and cost 145,000. They 
wili be avatlable only to Arab buy- 
ers, he said. Mr. Benvenisti said that 
priority in mortgages would be 
given to families with large child- 
ren or those in special need of 
‘housing. 

Mr. Kollek said there had been 
52 applications from Arab residents 
for the first 26 apartment units built 
by the Housing Ministry specifically 
for Arabs, The apartments, in Wed 
Joz, Will be occupied in three weeks, 

Mr. Kollel said he that 850 
new housing units could be provid- 
ed East Jerusalem residents each 
year, in addition to 500 mortgages. 
More than 1,000 mortgages have 
been supplied East Jerusalem rest- 
dents in the past year for expansion 
or new construction. 

On other matters, Mr. Kollek said 
the Housing Ministry has lowered 
the number of units it ts seeking 
to build at Ramot (Nebi Samwil) 
from 12,000 to 6,000. He hoped the 
mumber could be scaled down still 
further to 3,000-8,500. — not much 
more than called for in the Master 
Plan. He said the first 650 units 
are being built on a site where they 
will not mar the view of Nebi Sam- 
‘wil itself. 

Turning to Arab-Jewish relations 
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fn the city, Mr. Kollek said: “In 
ite Dbeart Jerusalem is not yet 
united. We have no Ulusions about 
that — less than they have in 
New York or Belfast. But we can 
try to create conditions of equality 
so that people ean live as neigh- 
bours In normal circumstances.” 

The Mayor said that the exodus 
of Christian Arabs from the city 
bas dropped sharply since the Six 
Day War. Between 1947 and 1967, 
the number of Christians fell from 
32,000 to 11,000. Since the war, less 
than 400 have left. Mr. Kollek said 
that an Important reason for Chris- 
tlan Arabs remaining is fear thet 
if they leave they may have diffi- 
culty getting permits to come back 
in. Another reason, however, is that 
they can earn far more now in Je- 
rusalem than they could in Kuwait 
or elsewhere in the Arab world, 
the Mayor said. 

Municipal rates collected in Hast 
Jerugalem amount to IL1.25m. this 
year — 10 per cent of the amount 
collected city-wide. But of the over- 
all development budget of IL3om. 
Hast Jerusalem will get ILS mil- 
lion. “East Jerusalem gets propor 
tlonally far more than its contri- 
bution in taxes,” the Mayor said, 
“and a little more than ite size and 
population." It was important to 
raise municipal atandarda in East 
Jerusalem so that in 10-20 yeara 
the line that once divided the city 
politically would not divide it so- 
cially, Mr. Kollek sald.

AS soon as 
the “thieves” became ‘aware of the 
value of their loot — a painting by 
the modern Italian artist Raimondo 
Moretti worth 1250,000 — they de- 
clded to find some way of returning 
it. Hence the anonymous phone call, 
telling the police where they could 
find it. 

The painting, which depicts Moses 
descending from Mount Sinai, was

on health plan

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut Coun- 
εἱἱ yesterday ἃ decided in favour of ἃ 
national health insurance scheme 
based on the existing sick funds, 
outvoting the Minister of Health, 
Mr. Victor Shemtov, who told the 
Council it was a matter of “life or 
death" that his Ministry be solely and 
directly responsible for running the 
health insurance scheme. 

Mr. Shemtov did not propose na- 
tlomalizing the sick funds. He only 
insisted that they be run from the 
Ministry. (Gahal and the Indepen- 
dent Liberals, advocating nationali- 
zation, voted the motion.) 

Summing up the debate, Mr. Ye- 
ruham Meshel, deputy Secretary- 
General and head of the Soclal Se- 
curity Centre of the Hista- 
Grut, sald that changing over. 
night from privataly-run sick funds 
to a centrally controlled health sche- 
me would only cause the patients 
undue ID. 

Labour Minister Yosef Almogi, 
who also addressed the Council, said 
he had agreed with Mr. Shemtov 
to refer to the Prime Minister the 
question of whether their ministries 
would be jointly responsible for the 
implementation of the health in- 
surance law --- or whether it would 
be the job of the Ministry of Health 
alone. 

Mr. Aharon Ephrat, who introdu- 
ced the motion, sald sick funds were 
part of “the legitimate rigtt of 
workers to unite.” However, under 
the scheme which the Histadrut re- 
commends, health services will be 
Biven regionally, thus compelling 
the Histadrut-run Kupat Holim to 
accept non-Histadrut members. To 
ensure equal standard of services 
in town and development areas, Mr. 
Ephrat suggested the creation of an 
“equalization fund,” in which the 
Treasury would be a partner. 
CHANGE FQ RCOMPTROLLER 

The Council adopted by a two- 
thirds majority the modifications in 
its comptrolier’s status which had 
already led to the reslgnation of the 
present incumbent, Mr. Yosef Avi- 
dar. According to the new riles, 
the Histadrut Executive will be en- 
titted to appoint a new comptroller 
within two months. Gahal abstained 
on most of the charges, after its 
own motion waa defeated.

Two years for 
killing mute child, 
attempting suicide 


TEL AVIV. — A 85-year-old mo- 
ther who was convicted last Sep- 
tember of killing her seven-year-old 
deaf and dumb daughter was sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment 
by the District Court here yester- 
day. The woman was also found 
guilty of attempting to commit sui- 
cide. 

According to the charge sheet, 
the woman fed the child a buge 
quantity of sleeping pills. Then, af- 
ter taking several of the pills her- 
self, she sealed all the doors and 
windows in her smail flat and turned 
on the gas. 

The accused was divorced from 
her husband several years ago. 
When it became clear that he would 
ποῖ return to her, and announced he 
was marrying another woman, the 
accused decided the only solution 
for her and her daughter was death. 

“I was petrified at having to face 
life alone with a deaf and dumb 
child,” she told the Court 

The woman committed the crime 
on 8. night when she expected her 
husband to visit — the night of the 
murder was the couple's wedding 
anniversary — and she left a key for 
her husband with the neighbours. 
The husband came earlier than ex- 
pected and called an thus 
saving his ex-wife's life. But the giz] 
was dead by the time they reached
